HILLEL GIRLS READ TO NEAR-BLIND

to the efforts of nine girls who live 
at the University of Michigan B’nai 
B’rith Hillel Foundation, Herman 
Hudson, a near-blind Negro stu- 
dent who has been struggling to 
finish his academic work at the 
university for a number of years, 
is now able to have all of his uni- 
versity work read to him. 

Because Hudson has so little 
vision that he cannot read ordinary 
print, from 14 to 16 hours of read- 
ing are required each week for 
him to keep up. with his courses. 
The nine Jewish girls offered to do 
all this reading to him without 
compensation since his resources 
are very limited. But Hudson in- 
sisted on making a’modest pay- 
ment and so the girls accept ap- 
proximately 30 cents an hour and 
contribute the money to the Jew- 
ish National Fund.

that the plan will not meet any 
strong opposition in either House 
of Congress. . . . The attitude of 
the War Department to this pro- 
ject is, however, still obscure... . 
Though no time-limit has been set 
for the carrying out of the Lowder- 
milk $150,000,000 plan for the de- 
velopment of Palestine, it can be 
stated that Zionist leaders expect 
to have this plan fully realized 
within ten years. ...

We were very much disappoint- 
ed to find quite a number of un- 
pardonable inaccuracies in the 
very interesting book “The Loom 
of Language” by Frederick Bod- 
mer. . . .

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i’d Rather Be Right

One thing the President has done, and that is to get himself rid 
of the charge that he is an idealist. The Republicans uséd to take 
pleasure in picturing the President as a softy, who just couldn’t 
keep from giving milk to the Hottentots. It was a strange failing, 
but there it was; every time he saw a Hottentot, he would give him 
some milk, and a quart here, a quart there, when you come to the end 
of the week, it mounts up. 

A change must have taken place somewhere along the line, because 
now the argument against the President is that he has become a 
tough fellow. They say he wouldn’t give a small nation the time of 
day. All he cares for are those big nations he has been going around 
with lately. 

Two Portraits; Pick One 

From the more idealistic circles in our national life, like the Hearst 
press, you learn that the President absolutely refuses to break off our 
affair with Russia, in order to protect Poland, whereas to risk our 
national future in order to protect Poland is exactly what the Hearst 
press has always advocated, or are we both dreaming? 

Anyway, the opposition uses both versions of the life and character 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt, and in one he wears a big smile, and 
scatters flowers out of a basket, and hums a wordless tune, and 
whenever he sees any foreigner whose name he doesn’t know, why he 
puts him on the WPA first and finds out his name afterward. In the 
second version, the President is pictured as knocking the heads of 
the small countries together something fierce, and treating them like 
dirt, and as for scattering flowers, that is all wrong, because poison 
ivy is what he gives the small nations, except on Thursdays, when 
they get arsenic, too. 

And It Makes Him Laugh 

This second picture is building up fast, and we have Demaree Bess 
saying in the Saturday Evening Post that the President has a “grand 
design” of making America the balance-wheel of the world, and to hell 
with the small countries. The idea seems to be that when Britain is 
too fresh we leap over to Russia’s side, and when Russia Gets funny 
ideas, we run like the wind back to Britain. 

The President will sit there, watching world events, his eyes shining 
like anything and when somebody gets out of line, he will crack the 
ruler, and everybody will have to freeze where they were. 

I don’t think any of this is especially so. Eleven years of observing 
the President have given me the impression that he has a kind of 
genius for taking a sound six-month view of the future, that he has a 
deep instinct for feeling his way to a short-term move that will make 
later moves possible, but that he does not care for long-range apoc- 
alyptic visions, because, in the first place, he has too much sense of 
humor, and they make him laugh. 

But, anyway, to get back to my first point, this kind of stuff is 
going around, and it has pretty well killed off the earlier picture of the 
President as a softy idealist. This is a great blow to the isolationists 
and to the Chicago “nationalists.” They wanted so desperately for the 
President to be another Wilson, so that they could fight Wilson a 
second time. 

He’s Taking His Time 

Well, the President is taking his time about being a Wilson, He is 
doing what has to be done today, and letting the public lead him on the 
questions of tomorrow. And so it is the isolationists who have been 
jockying into a kind of sour idealism; it is they who are raising the 
rights-of-small-nations issue, and becoming Poland’s advocate, etc. 
In fact Mr. Hearst, when he gets going good on the rights of small 
nations (against Russia) sometimes sounds remarkably like Mr. Wilson 
himself, which is another way of saying that he is so off-balance his 
ear is scraping the side of the road. 

That is what happens when you tangle with a master, and some- 
times, on a clear night, I think I can hear a chuckle reverberating from 
the White House all the way to here. 
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The Editor’s Chair 


I wonder why, or have I missed 
it, there hasn’t been any mention 
in Jewish circles of the formation 
in Chicago of the American Coun- 
cil on Race Relations. This is a 
major move in the fight on Anti- 
Semitism, although its work isn’t 
restricted to the Jewish field alone. 
Not only is the organization back- 
ed by funds from national founda- 
tions, such as the Rosenwald 
Fund and other like sources, but 
in addition this is a bona-fide scien- 
tific attempt to eradicate the group 
hatred from our system. 

This is not another anti-Defama- 
tion League, but a study body. It 
will devise techniques, analyze 
situations, and prepare counter at- 
tacks. Not only will it be a study 
group, but in addition it will send 
out its advisors to cope with local 
situations, when that help is neces- 
sary. In addition the group will 
enter actively into the mass educa- 
tion field, using the radio, press 
and the movies. Don’t you think 
this is news? I do. 

* * * 

I will have to apologize to our 
readers for the part of the edi- 
torial we reprinted from The Jew- 
ish Advocate, of Boston, in which 
the action of the B’nai B’rith was 
criticized. This was, I now know, 
from having seen the same edi- 
torial in other local weekly papers, 
a “canned” editorial, and I never 
take note of them. If you want 
to know how I feel about “canned” 
editorials, you may read my article 
in this issue on the Anglo-Jewish 
press.

Someone has sent me a broad- 
side headed “War Vets Answer 
Robert R. McCormick,” publisher 
of the Chicago Tribune, on his 
sedition trial speech at the Rotary 
Convention in Reading, Pa., on 
April 18.

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No News From N.C.R. A.C. Bad News 


O news from the new National Community 

Relations Advisory Council is bad news. 

No one on the National Jewish Scene seems 
to learn from experience. Or perhaps the per- 
iod should be placed after the word learn. 

The lamentable situation in which the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference finds itself is traceable 
almost directly to its failure to apprize the 
American Jewish Public of what it was doing. 
Today, the Conference has a long road back, 
and the odds are probably four to one that it 
will not negotiate the road. 

So with that example hitting them squarely 
between the eyes, it seems that the NCRAC 
would take the Jewish community into its con- 
fidence, insofar as in any way possible, so 
that the two necessities of the situation might 
be taken care of, 


They are first: The Jewish community wants 
and needs assurance from time to time that 
someone is handling the job. 

Second: The community, especially in view 
of the tender age of the NCRAC, has no indi- 
cation that the new group can do a job at all. 
It has been willing to accede to the demands of 
men like Monsky and Proskauer to give the 
new body a fighting chance. 

But that concession was made on the specific 
stipulation that the new body would be in a 
glass fishbowl] for all to see and watch and judge. 

Under the situation then, it must be clear that 
the NCRAC is making a mistake by its con- 
tinued silence. And as a parting shot, no mere 
statement that everything is under control will 
do. The Jewish public wants as complete an out- 
line of the work of the body as the welfare of the 
various tasks it is doing will permit. 


Could This Be the Reason? 


F the facts were not so unfortunate for the 
Jews concerned, some of the details of the im- 
plementation by Hungary, even at this late date 
when the end of the war may be only a matter 
of months, of the Nurnberg laws against Jews 
would be comical. For illustration this: Jews 
eating in restaurants, that is those Jews whose 
turn to be shipped to the Ghettos has not yet 
arrived, must be served only “Jewish dishes”. 

But over and above the tragedy, there must 
be the suspicion that Hungary in adopting the 
anti-Jewish laws at this late date, is daring the 
wrath of the victorious Allies in the hope of 
achieving for themselves what the Nazis were 
able to accomplish for the Poles, and what has 
been wreaked in every Nazi-occupied nation. 

And that is this, The point has been made 
clear, even by Czech leaders, that Jews cannot 
expect restoration. Even Jews have seen the 
point. To try and disrupt the economy of these 
nations, now in some cases of four years dura- 
tion, by making restoration and restitution to 
the Jews, will breed more ill will and hatred, and 
lead to repercussions not desired by anyone, save 
perhaps anti-Semitic leaders of all these na- 
tions. 


Realizing that this principle has been accepted, 


then Hungary is seizing the opportunity to rob 
her Jews before it is too late. That none of these 
people see the advantage that Jews have brought 
to them, and might mean for them in the post- 
war competition for a place in the sun, is the 
result of anti-Jewish propaganda, and the failure 
of Jewish leadership to forsee what was happen- 
ing and provide for it. 

So we see the director-general of the Buda- 
pest Art Museum announcing that as a result 
of the confiscation of many rare paintings from 
Jews, including the works of El Greco, Velasquez, 
Goya, Rembrandt, Van Dyke, Gaugin and Ru- 
bins, the museum now has the finest collection of 
Spanish painting outside of Madrid. 

Or in Kosice, as announced in Pester Lloyd, 
organ of the Hungarian Foreign Office, 6,000 
non-Jews are seeking to acquire the several 
hundred Jewish stores seized by the authorities. 

As in the situation of other nations whose 
Jews have been despoiled, sympathy of the 
thinking world goes out to them, but as is 
ebvious, sympathy means nothing, just that, to 
those being herded into the ghettos, or the young 
Jewish women being sent to brothels for Ger- 
man soldiers, or the person who sees his entire 
life’s earnings stolen from him before his very 
eyes.

Significance of Attacks on Jewish Youngsters 
Terrifying, Archibald Mac Leish Says in Edi- 
torial in the Jewish Veteran—The significance 
of the recent attacks on Jewish boys in Boston 
and in other cities has been largely missed. These 
attacks are desperately serious not because they 
imply an organized anti-Semitic conspiracy—a 
planned and organized movement—but because 
they testify to the breakdown of the implicit, 
unstated, habitual self-restraints which make a 
democratic society workable. Free human beings, 
and free groups of human beings, do not live 
together in peace and mutual consideration be- 
cause the laws say they must or because the 
police compel them. They live together in peace 
and mutual consideration because they share 
common beliefs about the decencies of human 
behavior. These common beliefs, these habitual, 
unstated habits of thought, are the real bases 
of a free society—the air without which it 
cannot breathe. 

The terrifying significance of the attacks on 
Jewish youngsters in certain cities is the indica- 
tion they give that the force of the common be- 
liefs, these habits of thought, has been weakened. 
American boys who share, as part of their na- 
tural inheritance of ideas, basic beliefs with 
regard to the decencies of human conduct, would 
not set out to bludgeon other American boys 
whose sole crime was that-they belonged to a 
different race or a different religious faith. Be- 
fore that sort of thing can happen, the basic 
democratic assumptions must have been ques- 
tioned and discredited. And this must have hap- 
pened in places where the opinions of boys are 
formed or modified. What is shocking in the 


attacks of youngsters on youngsters in America 
is the indication they give that efforts to des- 
troy faith in the basic conceptions on which a 
democratic society rests have won terrible suc- 
cesses in the inner fabric of American life, 
There is no question of the seriousness of the 
situation. But that situation calls for action, 
not for the defeatism about American racial 
problems which seems to have affected so many 
American minds. There is no justification what- 
ever for defeatism. The solution of the racial 
problem in a democracy is the acceptance of 
the fact that that problem has no “solution.” 
There is no surgical method by which the pos- 
sibility of racial and religious friction can be 
eradicated. A free society is based precisely upon 
the assumption that men and women of differ- 
ent faiths and different races will live together 
in the full possession of their various rights. 
What that means is clear. What that means is 
that the potentiality of racial and religious fric- 
tion will always exist. It will exsist by hypo- 
thesis. The democratic solution—the only solu- 
tion possible in a democratic society—the solu- 
tion which makes a democratic society possible— 
is the solution which accepts these sources of 


possible friction and makes peace with them. 


Mutual toleration and consideration are the only 
conceivable answers. Toleration and considera- 
tion are not cures. They are not “solutions of 
the problem.” The “problem” will always exist 
as long as free societies exist. But toleration 
and consideration and mutual self-restraint offer 
the only means by which free men can live 
with the problem and with each other and still 
be free.

The signers included the head 
of the Combined Veterans’ Counei] 
of Berks County, representing two 
dozen oxganizations with mor 
than 25,000 members. 

Their statement was based on 
McCormick’s statement that “I re. 
gret that a trial is being carried 
on in Washington of people of no 
political consequence that outrages 
every American citizen. We should 
petition Congress to correct this 
national disgrace.” 

The veterans’ reyly, set forth in 
a three-column advertisement, said: 

“The trial so mentioned is a 
prosecution by the United States 
Government in Washington against 
30 persons accused of seditious ac- 
tivity against the United States. 

“The undersigned local com- 
manders of national veterans’ or- 
ganizations would be remiss in 
their obligation to their former 
comrades in arms and the thou- 
sands now in the military service 
from Reading and Berks county, 
fighting and dying for our glor- 
ious country, if we permitted such 
statements to go unchallenged. 

“Though we accord to McCorn- 
ick his right of free speech, we 
reserve to ourselves the right t 
point out that we believe his utter- 
ances are inimical to the basic 
American principles for which gut 
organizations were founded. 

“There is no criticism of ou 
enemies anywhere in his talk, and 
we consider his speech a reflection 
on the integrity of constituted al- 
thority, espeically our courts, and 
tends to create disunity and le 
sening of morale and therefore 
likely to interfere with the a4 
cessful prosecution of the wa

Rabbi H. J. Schachtel 
Endorses Free Ports 

In a message to The Jewish 
Post, Rabbi H. J. Schachtel of 
Temple Beth Israel of Houston, 
Tex., endorsed the free port plan. 
His endorsement read: “Thd Free 
Port Plan for refugees, concel 
by Samuel Grafton, is a brilliant 
contribution towards a partial 0° 
lution of the desperate plight of 
the refugees from Nazidom. 
United States should be the firs 
to subscribe to this plan; for to do 
so is to be true to the great 7a 
tion of America, which is t0 be 4 
haven of refuge for those who 
shelter from ‘man’s inhumanity 
man.’ The Free Port Plan is * 
American as_ the _ Stars 
Stripes.” 
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Back in 1935, Joseph Brainin, 
then editor of The Seven Arts 
Feature Syndicate, wrote to The 
Spokesman, now The Kentucky 
Jewish Chronicle: “I hereby give 
you notice that the Seven Arts- 
World Wide-Palcor service will be 
canceled beginning next week.” 

This was Mr. Brainin’s answer 


to that paper’s fight against the, 


“canned” editorial evil, whereby 
local Anglo-Jewish papers through- 
out the country printed editorials 
written by the syndicate under the 
name of the individual editor. 

Mr. Brainin’s summary action 
marked a high point in the long 
fight, which continues to this day. 

The Louisville paper charged: 
“Tf an editor cannot write his own 
editorials, it is high time that he 
turn his attention to ditch-digging 
or some other occupation, where 
his talents might be more suitably 
employed. If he is so unfamiliar 
with Jewish problems, and he au- 
tomatically admits this ignorance, 
then he is the last person in the 
world to be trusted with making 
the decisions as to what news a 
community should read.” 

The Jewish Ledger of Hartford, 
Conn., The Observer of Nashville, 
Tenn., The Jewish Floridian of 
Miami, Fla., and The Detroit Jew- 
ish Chronicle, among others, took 
up the fight. 

The Chronicle urged the Jewish 
communities to “rebel” and “de- 
mand original editorial expression 
from their editors.” 

The Observer wrote: “The 
Spokesman was entirely within 
its rights in commenting on the 
peculiar practice of Anglo-Jewish 
newspapers—including some that 
are best considered leaders in the 
field—in filling their editorial col- 
umns with material furnished them 
by news agencies.’” 

Even the Louisville daily paper, 
The Louisville Times, joined in the 
chorus of condemnation. “In its 
argument that the local Jewish 
newspaper in every community 
should express its own opinion,” 
wrote editor Tom Wallace, “The 
Spokesman performs a service to 
American journalism as well as to 
American Jewry.” 


But in the intervening years, 
the evil seems to have flourished 
rather than diminished. Today 


publicity agents of national Jew- 
ish organizations, grown bold by 
the seeming intellectual laziness 
of the men who edit Anglo-Jew- 


ish newspapers, have begun to 
send out editorials too, boosting 
their own organization. What do 


the Anglo-Jewish papers do? They 
print them under their own mast- 
heads, carrying their own names 
as editors! 

There never has been any ex- 
cuse for “canned” editorials. No 
Paper has ever tried to defend 
them, If an editor is so enamoured 
With the logic and writing ability 
of a syndicate writer, he can very 
Properly print these comments un- 
der some sort of a heading, with 
the writer’s name attached.

Papers Do We Want

and the entire Anglo-Jewish press 
has suffered because of it. 
Progress In Recent Years 

Despite the inroads made by 
the “canned” editorial evil, the 
Anglo-Jewish press has come a 
long way in the past ten years. 

In fact, during the past decade 
there has gradually come a gen- 
eral recognition of the importance 
of the Anglo-Jewish press in 
American Jewish life. 

“If the synagogue is basic in 
Jewish life,” wrote Rabbi J. Mar- 
shall Taxay, “a discerning Jewish 
journal comes next.” This juxtapo- 
sition of the Anglo-Jewish press 
with the synagogue, coming as it 
does from a rabbi who was presi- 
dent of District Grand Lodge No. 
2, of B’nai B’rith, is particularly 
significant. “Every affirmative Jew- 
ish home ought to have at least 
one Anglo-Jewish paper,’ wrote 
Rabbi Taxay. 

Nor is Rabbi Taxay’s analysis 
an isolated instance. There is a 
growing recognition by the rabbin- 
ate, especially by its younger men, 
of the Anglo-Jewish press as a 
force in American Jewish life, The 
rabbi who saw the Anglo-Jewish 
press in its infancy, twenty-three 
years ago, with its wet and dirty 
diapers, finds it hard to forget to- 
day. But the younger rabbi sees 
the modern Anglo-Jewish press in 
its true light, as a social force 
with growing power and prestige, 
with all the possibilities for good 
inherent in a fine press, and ac- 
cepts it on that basis. There are 
good papers and bad papers, just 
as there are excellent and good 
rabbis, and he judges each on its 
merits. 

Cooperation With the Rabbi 

And so, inevitably, the coopera- 
tion between the rabbi and the 
Anglo-Jewish press is in the off- 
ing. They will form a powerful 
coalition for unexpected good for 
American Judaism. Just as there 
is mutual trust and cooperation be- 
tween the daily papers and the 
social forces for good in any com- 
munity, so will there be that same 
understanding and working to- 
gether between the rabbi and the 
Anglo-Jewish paper. The goals 
of the two forces are about the 
same. A reader of the Anglo- 
Jewish press is more than likely 
to be a member of a congregation, 
and a new reader or a new mem- 
ber of a congregation is almost 
inevitably drawn to the other. 

After all, a reader of the An- 
glo-Jewish press makes a much 
more intelligent congregation 
member. In fact, if the present 
adult generation is to be brought 
back to a recognition of the values 
in Judaism, then its interest will 
be aroused by the only medium 
now reaching this lost generation 
effectively, the Anglo - Jewisn 
press. 

When the rabbi’s power in the 
community began to be whittled 
away by lay organizations—among 
which the Anglo-Jewish press was 
only one, and a minor one at that 
—there was little the rabbi could 
do about it. But he could vent 
his exasperation at his Anglo-

‘Fear, arising at times almost to 
panic and hysteria, is exhibited 
over the alleged growth of anti- 
Semitism in the United States. 
I venture the opinion that thi 
attitude shows a lack of sense o 
proportion. People seem to for- 
get that when this country was 
founded, neither Catholics nor 
Jews were permitted to vote in 
some of the States, among others, 
the State of New York; that in 
the early and middle of the last 
century the chief targets for at- 
tack were the Catholics; their 
churches were burned, their al- 
tars desecrated; even political 
parties were based on anti-Cath- 
olic propaganda. People seem to 
forget that not so long ago the 
Ku Klux Klan was riding high, 
that it had perhaps eight or ten 
million members, all of them 
pledged to attacks on the Jews. 
Of course, it was helpful that 
their propaganda included Cath- 
olics and Negroes as well. 
Advance Helps All Minorities. 

The point is, however, that our 
history shows that waves of prej- 
udice rise and fall in the United 
States, sometimes directed against 
one group, sometimes another. 
The people today most subject to 
attack on religious grounds belong 
to the Witnesses of Jehovah. Their 
meetings have been dispersed, 
their propaganda suppressed, their 
people arrested. Their fighting 
counterattack for equality under 
the law helps all minority groups. 
Every time the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People is successful in 
court, principles are laid down 
which redound to the benefit of 
all minority groups. TheAmerican 
Civil Liberties Union defends 
those under attack because of 
their color, race or opinions.

I remember the days when I was 
a boy in Rochester. When my 
‘father and grandfather as well as 
the rest of the German-Jewish 
community had a virulent prej- 
udice against Russian and Polish 
Jews. (The same kind of feeling 
had existed among descendants of 
the Portuguese Jews against Ger- 
mans when that immigration first 
started.) No Russian or Polish 
Jew was admitted to social clubs 
or parties of the descendants of 
German Jews. Today the children 
and grandchildren of the Polish 
and Russian Jews have acquired 
American habits and customs, have 
gone to American colleges. There 
is no longer the distinction or dis- 
crimination that once existed. The 
prejudice was against people who 
were different in manners, cus- 
toms and traditions, to say nothing 
of speech, and it perhaps was more 
emphasized because of a desire of 
the older inhabitants not to be 
identified with the newcomers. 
Anti-Semitism? Of course not. 

Among Negroes, those of lighter 
color are likely to be prejudiced 
against those who are darker; 
those of the North against those 
of the South; the cultured groups 
against those of meagre education. 
Not New In Fact or Method 

There is fear of the 
technique in this country. 
ignore the fact that Hitler prose- 
cuted not only Jews but com- 
munists, liberals and other groups. 
Of course, Hitler made a scape- 
goat of the Jews. That was spicy 
and emotional political material, 
but there was nothing new in the 
fact or method. 

Some years ago there were sug- 
gestions that Hitler’s persecutions 
were due to the fact that the Jews

in Germany had come to a position 
where they exertised dispropor- 
tionate power. There were too 
many lawyers, judges, doctors, 
scholars, newspaper owners, pub- 
lishers, men in influential posts. 
Therefore, the argument ran, that 
in order to avoid a like catastrophe 
the Jews in this country should 
subordinate themselves. This is 
equivalent to saying that Jews 
should consciously accept an in- 
ferior position in the hope that 
this would dull the alleged jeal- 
ous spirit that developed prejudice, 
that Jews should consciotsly de- 
mean themselves for fear that 
their progress might arouse an- 
tipathy. Fortunately, that atti- 
tude has generally been abandoned. 
But every once in a while, when a 
Jew is suggested for public of- 
fice, one still hears that it might 
be better for the Jews if his name 
were not mentioned. Of course, 
criticism is still made of any Jew 
who takes an independent, radical 
or unconventional position on any 
subject. 

Various proposals have been 
made by Jewish groups in the 
laudable effort to curb the growth 
of anti-Semitism, to penalize its 
expression, and to prevent dis- 
crimination. To many Jews it ap- 
pears that anti-Semitism is the 
one prejudice that is dangerous. 
There is a proposal today in Con- 
gress which would give the Post- 
master General power to ban from 
the mails material which tends to 
stir up religious hostility. There 
are statutes proposed in various 
states (one of them is on the 
statute books of Massachusetts), 
which would extend the law of 
criminal libel to include language 
which exposes any “person, organ- 


ization, association or race” to 
hatred, contempt, ridicule or 
obliquy. <A like statute in New 


Jersey in 1935, when tested im 
court, was held void by the high- 
est court of the State. A similar 
bill passed by the Rhode Island 
legislature in 1944, was vetoed by 
the Governor, who stated: “I have 
taken this action in spite of the 
laudable purpose intended because 
the act is very vague and indefi- 
nite and would lend itself to 
abuses in prosecution contrary to 
the intent and spirit of the Con- 
stitution.” It has been suggested 
that the civil law be amended to 
permit suit for group libel. There 
are proposals and laws which 
make it a crime to discriminate 
in employment because of race, 
color or religion. 
Would Defeat Own Purpose 

In some respects such laws do 
considerable harm. Prosecutions 
and law suits attract public at- 
tention; they cause group con- 
flicts on matters which otherwise 
remain comparatively quiescent, 
They develop issues where none 
existed before. They arouse pros- 
ecution for opinions. They line 
up Semites and anti-Semites. Di- 
viding the community into groups, 
they heighten prejudice. Laws of 
this kind usually defeat their own 
purpose and indirectly stir up the 
very evil they are designed to 
cure. A few examples suffice: 

The New Jersey law made it a 
crime to say or print anything 
which would stir up religious hos-

Leon Casgrain of the province of 
Quebec this week assured a Jewish 
delegation that the people of Que- 
bec, irrespective of their racial or 
religious affiliations, are aroused 
at the attempt by vandals, last 
Sunday, to set afire the new syna- 
gogue in Quebec City a few hours 
before its dedication. 

The influential Montreal Star, 
labelling the incident as obvious 
arson, writes: “Incidents of this 
kind have a Nazi odor about them, 
and it is regrettable that they 
should occur in a province like 
Quebec where freedom of religion 
is not only an honored tradition 
but a hard-won right. All right- 
thinking persons in the province, 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish, 
will deplore the incident and ex- 
tend sympathy to the congrega- 
tion who have so persistently and 
valiantly asserted a right accruing 
to them by virtue of the very fact 
that they are Canadians.” 

The Rev. Dr. C. E. Silcox, direc- 
tor of the Canadian Conference of 
Christians and Jews, declared that 
the incident “gives additional proof 
that Hitler has too many disciples 
right here in Canada.” He ex- 
pressed the hope that Cardinal 
Villeneuve, head of the Catholic 
church in the province of Quebec, 
would issue a forceful denunciation 
of anti-Semitic activities. “The 
act of vandalism against the syna- 
gogue is the logical sequence of 
the ‘achat-chez-nous’ movement 
(which urged a boycott of Jewish 
shops), the bitter anti-Semitic 
propaganda before the war and the 
un-Christian petitions circulated 
by French Canadian organizations 
against allowing any Jewish refu- 
gees to enter Canada,” Dr. Silcox 
said. 

It was announced this week that 
Congregation Beth Israel Ohev 
Sholem which built the synagogue, 
has raised an additional $42,000 
to repair the extensive damages 
resulting from the fire. The con- 
struction of the synagogue had 
been fought by Quebec municipal 
authorities and anti-Semitic groups 
since it was first projected in 1932. 
Permission to erect the structure 
was obtained only after a protract- 
ed court battle.

In order to revive interest in 
the conference, general meetings 
of delegates in the larger cities, 
such as New York, Brooklyn, Bos- 
ton, Los Angeles, Chicago and 
Philadelphia are planned.

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How Hungary 
Is Going 
About It

CAIRO—The Yugoslav Govern. 
ment-in-Exile released a report 
charging the Hungarian authori- 
ties with sending large groups of 
young Jewish women to eastern 
Europe “for the amusement of 
German soldiers on the Eastern 
front.” 

Hungarian Commissioner for 
Jewish Affairs Lazlo Endre this 
week made public a list of thirty- 
four cities, outside of Budapest, 
where ghettos for Jews have been 
established. The list, which was 
broadcast by the Budapest radio, 
includes most of the cities with 
substantial Jewish populations. 

Pester Lloyd, organ of the Hun- 
garian Foreign office, reports that 
the segregation of Jews into ghet- 
tos has resulted in an acute short- 
age of artisans, especially of 
tailors, shoemakers, dressmakers, 
millinery workers, bookbinders and 
upholsterers. Many towns in Hun- 
gary are competing with each other 
in announcements inviting “Aryan” 
artisans to settle and to take over 
established Jewish artisan shops 
complete with tools and machinery. 

The director-general of the Bu- 
dapest Art Museum, meanwhile, 
announced that as a result of the 
confiscation of many rare paintings 
from Jews, including works of El 
Greco, Velasquez, Goya, Rem- 
brandt, Van Dyke, Gaugin and 
Rubens, the museum now has the 
finest collection of Spanish paint- 
ings outside of Madrid. 

Thousands of Hungarians, re- 
sponding to the call of their gov- 
ernment to apply for the acquisi- 
tion of business enterprises, taken 
away from Jews are flooding the 
local authorities with applications 
for stores, the Jewish owners of 
which have been exiled from their 
homes to barbed wire ghettos, it 
is reported in Budapest news- 
papers.

nst any group by rea- 
color or religion. The 
purpose Was to curb Nazi ba 
Semitic propaganda. The Bun 
was strong in New Jersey. One 
of the first cases under the law 
was that of a member of Jeho- 
yah’s Witnesses, who was charged 
with having circulated a pamphlet 
attacking the Catholics. This kind 
of propaganda has for a long time 
been the stock in trade of the Je- 
hovall’s Witnesses. Their leader, 
Judge Rutherford, made Sunday 
afternoon radio tirades against 
Catholics. At any rate, commpn- 
ity sentiment was aroused over 
the arrest. People lined up either 
on one side or the other. 

There was tremendous excite- 
ment about religion—you were for 
the Catholics or against them. 
Later when a Bundsman was found 
guilty of violation, the law was 
held unconstitutional on the 
ground that the statute was vague 
and indefinite. The Court said 
that the terms “hatred, abuse, 
hostility” are abstract and indefi- 
nite, admits of no contradiction. 
When do they arise? Is it to be 
left to a jury to conclude beyond 
reasonable doubt when the emotion 
of hatred or hostility is aroused 
in the mind of the listener as a 
result of what a speaker said. 
_.. Is it possible to say when ill 
will becomes hatred or when un- 
worthy, scurrilous or false state- 
ments become abuse? As well try 
to point to a spot within a tri- 
angle which is equi distant from 
every point in _the area enclosed 
as say that hatred takes the place 
of some lesser emotion.” 

Ask Indictment Be Dismissed 

A few years ago in New York 
City there was a charge of crim- 
inal libel against Robert E. Ed- 
monson based upon vicious and 
continuous anti-Semitic pamphlet 
which he circulated. Emotional- 
ly the prosecution pleased us. A 
man like Edmonson no doubt be- 
longs in jail or perhaps in a luna- 
tic asylum. We failed to realize 
that it might be a mistake to 
make a martyr of him and that 
no propaganda speaks so loudly 
as that which emanates from 
prison walls. On further consid- 
eration Jewish groups felt that a

with this sort of scandalmonger- 
ing rather than to extend the 
criminal law so that in the fu- 
ture it might become an instru- 
ment of oppression. We must 
suffer the demagogue and the 
charlatan in order to make cer- 
tain that we do not limit or re- 
strain the honest commentator 
on public affairs. 

“And when one realizes how 
many forms of religion might 
consider themselves libeled and 
seek legal redress, were our 
laws so extended, and when we 
reflect on how our courts might, 
in such event, find themselves 
forced into the position of ar- 
biters of religious truth, it is 
apparent that more would be 
lost than could be gained by at- 
tempting to protect the good 
name of a religion by an appeal 
to the criminal law.” 

The same principles apply to 
proposals extending the law of 
libel to groups. In cases of this 
kind a defendant may prove in 
partial defense that his statements 
were not malicious, or in complete 
defense that his statements were 
true. But as soon as we attempt 
to limit the expression of opinion 
as applied to groups, we put into 
the hands of courts and juries the 
determination of what views are 
true or fair. The view of what is 
malicious will depend upon wha. 
the jury thinks is true or fair. 

He Heard It Yesterday 

The proposed bill giving the 
Postmaster General the power to 
ban material which stirs up hos- 
tility by reason of race, creed or 
color, is particularly objectionable. 
Censorship is dangerous, particu- 
larly to mincrities, especially to 
unpopular minorities. Possible 
political ammunition might arise 
from the rulings of a Cabinet of- 
ficer. Probably no statement has 
done more to stir up anti-Semit- 
ism than the age-old story that 
the Jews killed Jesus. There are 
groups in the United States that 
would censor all writings which 
make this statement. Now while 
the Jews did not kill Jesus, we 


will have to admit that they didn’t 
help him any. The real vice of 
the story is that people today are 
hardly responsible for what hap- 
pened two thousand years ago. It 
is a good deal like charging 
Churchill with the practices of the 
Druids in England. There is a 
story of an Irishman who told a 
friend that the Jews killed Jesus. 
“But,” said the friend, “that was 
two thousand years ago.” “That 
may be so,” was the reply, “but 
I just heard it yesterday.” We 
can no more stop the circulation 
of these stories than we can stop 
statements of what was done by 
the Catholic Church during the 
Inquisition. 

Imagine a trial in court for a 
criminal libel or for group libel 
because of stories such as these. 
A suit is brought for damages. 
A jury is empaneled. What issue 
is the jury to try? What is the 
question of fact? Who are to be 
the witnesses? Of course it would 
be helpful to get Jews on the 
jury, or agnostics, or atheists or 
Mohammedans. The damages, if 
any, will depend upon the emo- 
tions of the jurymen. Or, let us 
assume that a Catholic sues be- 
cause someone has said that the 
Catholics seek to control this 
country for the benefit of the 
Pope. It seems to me that I have 
heard that statement for years 
and if I am not mistaken, is 1777, 
John Jay argued against permit- 
ting citizenship to the Catholics in 
the State of New York on the 
ground that their loyalty to the 
Pope meant allegiance to a foreign 
power. 

But the reader may say this 
doesn’t apply to the obviously 
false, vicious and virulent mate- 
rial that we sometimes find dis- 
tributed today, that no one can 
have any doubt as to the meaning 
and intent of those who spread 
false calumnies like the Protocols 
of the Elders of Zion or the old 
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canard about ritual murder. Well, 
what can you do about this except 
to hope, as ordinarily happens, 
that such material is so absurd as 
to become self-defeating? It is 
significant that in 1732 one of the 
first criminal libel cases in Eng- 
land involved a reflection on Por- 
tuguese Jews charging them with 
“burning a bastard child begotten 
by a Christian on the body of a 
Jewish woman.” The case was dis- 
missed because it did not tend to 
a breach of the public peace. For 
years there were cases in the 
courts for criminal libel brought 
by the Knights of Columbus 
claiming that they took an oath 
which required renunciation of al- 
legiance to the President, discrim- 
ination against Protestants and a 
pledge to murder them. Those 
cases had varied results, depend- 
ing upon whether it was possible 
to identify individuals who were 
defamed. But the point is that 
today, such villifying statements 
seem to have evanesced. At any 
rate, even as to the most vicious 
of material, the statement of Ben- 
jamin Franklin still applies: 
“Abuses of the freedom of speech 
ought to be suppressed but to 
whom dare we commit the power 
of doing it?” 


Of course, irrespective of the 
merits of any particular case, the 
fact still is that when these things 
are brought into a forum where 
issues are to be decided, when 
some court, jury or administrative 
agency is set up to determine who 
is right and who is wrong in mat- 
ters of opinion, and particularly 
in the tense atmosphere that is 
aroused by religious differences, 
when the whole community or the 
whole country centers its atten- 
tion upon such an issue, then the 
particular prejudice involved be- 
comes the center of public at- 
tention and people are lined eith- 
er to defend or to condemn the 
point of view expressed. Instead 
of making anti-Semitism one of a 
thousand prejudices, it becomes 
an issue on which a large part of 
the emotions of the country re- 
volve. Think of the sensational 
headlines all over the country that 
arose out of the comparatively 
innocuous Scopes anti-evolution 
case in Tennessee. Every word in 
court inflamed the emotions of one 
group or another. 

What About Coughlin? 

But then you will say that there 
should be some legal remedy to 
prevent Coughlin, for instance

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from spreading anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda over the radio. As a mat- 
ter of fact, an outraged public 
opinion or the self-interest of the 
radio station, was bound to end 
this in time. But in any event, 
such an issue is hardly worth a 
law that could be used, as these 
laws always are, to hamstring any 
minority preaching a doctrine that 
others don’t like. And of course 
a law suit against Coughlin, in- 
stituted by Jews, would publicize 
his propaganda, would make anti» 
Semitism a burning issue, perhaps 
a political issue. 


Besides this, there are unques- 
tionably religious groups which 
should be subject to attack. How 
about the Holy Rollers, the d 
trines they preach against educa- 
tion and learning? How about 
those who, as a part of their re- 
ligion, preach anti-Semitism 0: 
anti-Catholicism? Should a gro 
become immune to attack by cloth- 
ing itself in the habiliments of a 
so-called religious sect? 


These considerations apply to all 
laws having to do with expression 
of opinion or censorship, the pur- 
pose of which is to prevent group 
libel of one kind or another. A 
libel on an individual is quite dif- 
ferent. A suit protects his pri- 
vate right and we can make some 
attempt to measure his persona! 
damage. But as to Proups, it 
must be remembered that most 
people express their views largely 
in reference to them, and often in 
critical or condemnatory language. 
It is difficult to differentiate be- 
tween kinds of groups. The law 
is bound to be vague. There are 
other libels than those arising 
from religion. May I comment 
on the Japanese, on the Nazis, on 
the Spanish Fascists, or on those 
who support them? Or am I lim- 
ited on threat of law suit to the 
expression of only kindly senti- 
ments? 

Recently the United States Su- 
preme Court said: 

“In the 


realm of religious 
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faith, and in that of political 
belief, sharp differences arise. 
In both fields ‘the tenets of one 
man may seem the rankest err- 
or to his neighbor. To persuade 
others to his own point of view, 
the pleader, as we know, at 
times resorts to exaggeration, 
to villification of men who have 
been, or are, prominent’ in 
church or state, and even to 
false statement. But the peo- 
ple of this nation have ordained 
in the light of history, that, in 
spite of the probability of ex- 
cesses and abuses, these liber- 
ties are, in the long view, essen- 
tial to enlightened opinion and 
right conduct on the part of the 
citizens of a democracy.” we.

Against FEPC Also 

There is another kind of legis- 
lation that has popular appeal, 
particularly among Jews. I re- 
fer to that which would prevent 
discrimination in employment even 
by private industry or private in- 
dividuals. This seems entirely to 
overlook the fact that there are 
“prejudices for’ as well as “pre- 
judices against.” I see no reason 
why any state should compel me 
to employ a man against whom I 
may be prejudiced whatever may 
be the cause of my prejudice. I 
may not like a man with red hair 
or with a pimply face. Am I 
obliged to justify my predilec- 
tions? I may have had unfortun- 
ate experiences which may make 
me dislike—perhaps for no ra- 
tional reason—certain groups of 
people or to like others, Am I not 
to be permitted to choose? Of 
course, one must recognize anyhow 
that such laws are unenforcible. 
The mere attempt to enforce them 
would stir up the very controver- 
sies and evils of which we seek to 
dispose. 


On occasion I have said that 
the right to a prejudice is.a civil 
liberty. I cannot conceive of a 
free society where such a right 
should be denied. I am not at al! 
sure that in the course of history, 
prejudice—-meaning prejudgment 
—has not a times been protec- 
tive of the human race. It means 
avoidance of things you do not 
know. Of course, when that pre- 
judgment becomes irradicable, an 
idee fixe, then it is better desig- 
nated as ignorance or bigotry. 


What then shall we do to be 
saved? It seems to me:that the 
best way, in fact, the only way, to 
meet anti-Semites is to fight in- 
tolerance in general, whether di- 
rected at Catholics, Jews or Prot- 
estants, Negroes or Japanese, the 
Cc. I. O. or A. F. L., the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union or the 
Liberty League, Socialists, Com- 
munists, Democrats or Republi- 
cans, and not to rely too much 
upon the law except to insist upon 
the legal right to express your- 
self. Some day when this present 
virus of intolerance called anti- 
Semitism is of yesterday, we shall 
treat the question more objective- 
ly. We as Jews need no protective 
laws. We do need equal rights 
and the Bills of Rights. We are 
safe only in a free society where 
all of us have a right to our prej- 
udices, to be ourselves, to think 
and say what we please. Any re- 
striction upon free thought and 
free speech, even when intended to 
help us, acts as a boomerang and 
exacerbates the evils which we de-

When Is an Embassy Not an Embassy? 

The so-called cocktail party coup d’etat performed by Peter 
son and the Hebrew Committee for National Liberation which he leg 
has received almost unanimous disapproval here in New York, Th 
Jewish press, all organized, responsible Jewish bodies and most 
the people I have spoken to have denounced the astounding pr 
tion that these seven young men constitute anything remotely like 
government-in-exile or a provisional government of the Hebrew tits 
—whatever that may be. Now the facts behind the sensational doings 
at the new and expensive “Embassy” which Mr. Bergson and hi 
colleagues bought in Washington are well worth looking into—if ony 
for their picturesque value. 

Let’s try and understand all the factors which have gone to 
up the most colorful scandal in Zionist history. First of all—who an 
these seven young men? Well, that is not as easy to answer as it may 
seem. Peter Bergson, now under FBI investigation for not havi 
registered as a foreign agent, is a brilliant, rather unpleasant ani 
most agressive gentleman in his very early thirties, who POssesses 
imagination, audacity and a keen sense for publicity. Besides all this, 
he is, in his own, somewhat strange way, a good Palestinian and a 
loyal Zionist. His henchman, Samuel Merlin is the Cassius of the 
piece, He speaks low and carries a big stick—i. e. his near-contempt for 
the minds and mentalities of most people other than Bergson and 
himself. Between them, these two have cooked up an extraordinary 
scheme—the end point of a long line of efforts and committess and 
so forth. 

They have decided that the struggle and strife of the Jewish people 
cannot continue. There is no connection between the Jews of Americ: 
and those overseas. That those overseas—in occupied Europe—and the 
600,000 in Palestine constitute a separate nation, the Hebrew nation, 
whose homeland is, or should be, Palestine, and who are connected 
with Jews elsewhere by ties solely sentimental. The examples most 
often given to the public and to the press by the adroit gentlemen are 
that the Irish-Americans assisted and, to a large extent, were respon. 
sible for the Irish revolution without becoming an integral part of 
the new Irish nation. Now that comparison is as inaccurate and 
sloppy as the other comparison which the Committee hands out with 
a lavish hand. 

Palestine Can Speak For Itself 

Namely that in forming themselves into the Hebrew Committee of 
National Liberation, and patterning themselves “after dg Gaulle,” they 
are not bound by a people’s mandate nor by the people’s indirect 
wishes, since de Gaulle himself rose to power with but a handful of 
supporters. The fact that the Palestine Jewish community is articulate 
and has expressed itself more than once in its own defense does not 
interest these modern, publicity-bound crusaders. They are not inter- 
ested in the opinions of the Jews in Palestine, and answer to aly 
questions of this sort that once in power, once Palestine has been 


liberated from the British, they will of course turn to the people, 


asking their will in the matter of who should govern and so forth. 

If, thus far, all of this sounds a trifle incoherent, may I assure yo 
that as narrated by the liberators themselves, it is just as incoherent, 
only then it is related in a tone of great confidence and security. 

Now, I am not in the slightest concerned with the fact that thes 
seven young men, and their Snow White—The Hebrew nation—ar 
connected with the Palestine extremist organization called the Irgu. 
That does not matter. Terror is relative, and Palestinian terrorists 
have good reason for the desperation which made them turn to gus 
and grenades and away from fruitless, often humiliating negotiations 
That is, in any case, another story, . 

But the fact that these young men sat in an Embassy (formerly 
the Iranian Embassy—to add the Arabian Nights touch to this enlite 
fantasy), raised the Zionist flag and over martinis and rye dec 
that they represented the stateless Jews of Europe and those of 
Palestine—welding them into one, is a most important event. 
Anyone Con Do It : 

Don’t mistake me. It is important for its implications. Not for its 
reality. After all, anyone can declare himself a representative of 
some government, raise.a flag, collect some money, get space in 
press, and then disappear—having failed.

go editors should 
realize that they cannot ask any 
favors of their readers. They must 
adhere to the policy that if made 
interesting endugh, readers will 
want to subscribe to their papers. 
A good many Anglo-Jewish pa- 
pers insist that Jews in their com- 
munity MUST subscribe to their 
publication. This is silly balder- 
dash, and only makes these papers 
ridiculous. 

A Jew should and must belong 
to a congregation, and should and 
must give charity, but he loses 
little when he does not subscribe 
to any Anglo-Jewish paper edited 
on the theory that its readers owe 
it anything in the form of a com- 
pulsion, because they are Jewish. 

Local newspapers, like all ani- 
mal life, seem to take on the col- 
oration of the people they serve, 
and, vice versa, the people served 
seem to be affected to a consider- 
able extent by the paper they 
read. Thus, the growing maturity 
of the Jewish community of the 
United States is reflected to a 
great extent in its Anglo-Jewish 
journalism. 

Need for Independence 

In its struggle for bare exist- 
ence, a paper often grabs for the 
will-o’-the-wisp of some form of 
subsidized community support. 
This is intellectual suicide. 

One eastern publisher recently 
wrote me: “ . Since we are 
serving the Jewish people, there 


should be some interest taken by, 


Jews of means to see to it that 
our paper is published on a dfg- 
nified basis. ... There are Jews 
who would like to see the Anglo- 
Jewish press continue; they should 
at least help to establish the fi- 
nancial background of the paper 
in their particular community. By 
this I do not mean subsidy. Pa- 
pers such as ours should reflect 
the ideals of the editor and should 
take a proper and individual stand 
on Jewish questions. I maintain 
that there are Jews in the various 
communities who would be glad to 
help their local papers without ex- 
pecting to control their editorial 
and news columns.” 

Recently another publisher print- 
ed this veiled appeal for support: 
“There is a movement afoot 
among organizations and syna- 
80gues to appropriate annual al- 
lotments for the - - - to recipro- 
cate for the publicity these or- 


8anizations receive in our col- 
umns. These organizations realize 
the - - - is the only medium for 


publicizing their annual drives, 
banquets, Meetings and other af- 
fairs, This is an accepted prac- 
tice among Anglo-Jewish papers 
and is vitally essential to cooper- 
ative sponsorship and maintenance 


of a community newspaper.” 
| ee iat 
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Both of these publishers are 
wrong. Subsidy is not the answer. 
A paper can never maintain its 
editorial integrity unless its fi- 
nancial record is clear of any con- 
nection whatsoever with any of 
its readers, or any groups of them. 
There are no two ways about it. 

There has, however, grown up 
what has been known as a com- 
munity-subsidized paper in the 
past few years, but this trend 
seems to have been arrested by 
heightened business conditions. 
The Jewish communities of Se- 
attle, Wash., Oakland, Calif., and 
Jacksonville, Fla., are the only 
places where such papers are 
printed, but they are mere four- 
page sheets, and certainly compare 
very unfavorably with privately 
owned publications. 

In Detroit, The Jewish News, 
ably edited by Phil Slomovitz, re- 
ceived an allotment of $6,483.52 
from the Jewish Welfare Federa- 
tion two years ago, and $5,450 
last year, under an arrangement 
by which the paper prints the ma- 
terial of The Federation and dis- 
tributes a copy once a month to 
every Federation subscriber. This 
arrangement does not seem to 
have affected the editorial in- 
tegrity of The Jewish News, but 
it is hardly suggested that such 
a trade is advisable even under 
the best of circumstances. 

When the Anglo-Jewish papers 
begin to spend as much time on 
their editorial departments as they 
do on their advertising staffs, 
when they find out that good news 
coverage is the open sesame to 
larger circulation, then these pa- 
pers will grow and prosper as has 
our daily press. 

So far, only in the case of one 
or two papers has the editorial 
department been given primacy 
The cart is before the horse. But 
even here the history of American 
Jewry is merely being repeated. 
The first Jews to come to Amer- 
ica had to establish themselves 
economically before they could 
look to their synagogues and their 
community centers. 

Other Abuses 

This article would not be com- 
plete if it overlooked the com- 
plaint about the business practices 
of some Anglo-Jewish papers. The 
more responsible papers have been 
the first to condemn these tactics, 
which allow one Eastern publish- 
er to go about the country selling 
advertisements to non-Jewish 
firms as if he were local to each 
place where the ads are sold. This 
man has likewise been condemned 
by tha Anti-Defamation League. 

The temptation to use the good 
name of the Jew to sell lineage 
often finds publishers succumbing 
to this lure, but responsible pa- 
pers ‘will have nothing to do with 
this type of solicitation. 

Most Anglo-Jewish publishers 
depend to a great extent on greet-

ing ads. But this in itself is not 
bad form of advertising. It 
comes under the heading of insti- 
tutional or good-will advertising 
and is an important segment of 
the advertising appropriation of 
every major firm. Even the daily 
papers at the big holidays cul- 
tivate this type of advertising, 
and in the class field, such as the 
Jewish or the Catholic or the La- 
bor paper, this type of advertising 
has come to be generally recog- 
nized as more or less standard. 

“You have to quote 25,000 cir- 
culation, or you are out of the 
picture,” a mid-Western Anglo- 
Jewish publisher told me. There 
are only about one-half that num- 
ber of Jewish families in the ter- 
ritory he serves, so that if he 
had one hundred per cent com- 
plete coverage, his circulation 
would be only 12,500. It probably 
is only 5,000. Another publisher 
quotes anywhere from 9,000 to 
15,000 circulation and prints only 
2,000 papers. This is a vicious 
practice and can not be condemned 
too severly. There seems to be 
no present indication that this 
condition will be cleared up soon. 

Obviously there is much room 
for improvement in the Anglo- 
Jewish field. What is more, there 
is a wide open spot for an alert 
national Anglo-Jewish weekly. 
The publisher who risks his capi- 
tal to seize the opportunity and 
puts out the kind of a paper 
people want to read will be repaid 
by becoming one of the strongest 
figures in American Jewry. 

The paper will not only have 
to be impartial, but it will have 
to have, as Rabbi Sidney L. Reg- 
ner of Reading, Pennsylvania, 
said, “a healthy respect for the 
importance of ideas,’ and not be 
“afraid to print an honest com- 
ment on Jewish life.” 

Writing in his whimsically hu- 
morous style, as only he can do, 
Al Segal, dean of columnists in 
the Anglo-Jewish press, treated 
the whole general problem in this 
manner: 

“IT am sickened by the kind of 
Jewish journalism that considers 
its main function to report that 
Mrs. Zilch has had a baby, and 
that Mrs. Shabbosdeckel’s daugh- 
ter is at last engaged, thank good- 
ness. 

“Its editorial opinions, if any, 
are colored to please the local big- 
shots. The president of Anshe 
Giborim Synagogue must be cul- 
tivated; the president of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary must be kept 
flattered. 
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“So, ironically enough, we oft- 
en see a totalitarian journalism 
among the Jews—the kind that 
in the dark countries is devoted 
entirely to praises of the authori- 
ties and all their works and toler- 
ated no criticism at all. 

“(I know of one Jewish com- 
munity in which editorials of a 
possible controversial nature are 
submitted to the community coun- 
cil for censorship and approval. 
The two competing editors meekly 
accept this humiliation.) 

“Sometimes I have thought that 
when I get tired of working for 
the daily press, I should like to 
run a Jewish paper of my own. 
I should like to tell the president 
of Anshe Giborim where to get 
off: ‘Sir, this isn’t a paper dedi- 
cated to the purpose of admiring 
you. I have already printed your 
picture three times this year and 
don’t you think that’s ‘enough? 
It’s your kind that is making 
Jewish journalism just a sickly 
palaver of kovod. 

“‘Now, sir, please don’t feel of- 
fended. I am not pointing only 
at you. If Jewish journalism in 
America is lacking, it’s because 
of the exactions of its customers, 
who think Jewish journalism ex- 
ists for the exploitation of their 
vanity. 

“They think that to get their 
names in the paper is the main 
achievement of being an effective 
Jew. That is just about ruinous 
to journalism, whose function 
should be to print ideas rather 
than names, Jewish principles 
rather than pictures of the big- 
shots, 

“*And incidentally, don’t you 
ever come around to try to direct 
my editorial opinion. A lot of 
people seem to think that because 
they are important subscribers 
they can control my paper. Your 
only interest in my paper is your 
annual subscription. I like to 
have your subscription but if you 
think it gives you a proprietary 
interest I don’t want it. 

““Mind you, I am not being 
mean, but I think it’s about time 
Jews especially the leaders 
among them — realized for what 
purpose Jewish papers exist.’ 

“Of course, I know that if I 
spoke in this way to the presi- 
dent of the Anshe Giborim and 
others like him I might have to 
fold up, but it would be worth 
while to find out whether a Jew- 
ish community wants real journ- 
alism or only a puff sheet.” 


Eighteen Palestinian Jews and 
a number of Arabs were injured 
this week in a clash over land 
which broke out between the Jew- 
ish settlers in the colony of Dap- 
hne and the dwellers of the Arab 
village Chatzatz. Eight of the 
injured Jews were taken to a hos- 
pital in serious conditions. Sev-

Speaks On 


Our Town 





pATeLy there has been a lot of back-biting on 

account of Jewish nationalism in our town. 
Even at Bilker’s grocery store the women pause 
in the midst of their troubling over points to 
tell each other about the latest Quisling dis- 
covered in Israel . . . “And to think how he 
pretends to be a good Jew.” 

In our synagogues God who, as we all know, is 
the Father of all, must be disturbed by the dis- 
sension he finds there among the children. Since, 
as we are told, he knows full well what is in 
every heart and mind, he is aware of what the 
brothers are thinking about... . “That traitor 
to the Jewish people!” “He’s an enemy of Israel 
and could Hitler be any worse ” The minds of 
the brethren practically burn with these thoughts. 

Unity in our town has fallen in many pieces 
and I shouldn’t be surprised if new kinds of 
cemeteries are added to the many varieties that 
we now have, The divisions of Israel continue 
even unto the grave in our town and we may yet 
have a cemetery where nationalists can be gath- 
ered there to sleep far from hated anti-nationai- 
ists. 

On the cool of the evening I walk at peace on 
the main highway that runs through our Jewish 
community. My mind is on the fragrance of 
honeysuckle that at this season is so redolent 
in the evening. I am trying to get away from 
the tumult of Israel in our town. The stars tell 
me that all’s right in the heavens and what are 
the moment’s strifes in the immensity of the 
million years which that bright star has seen. 
The peony bushes along the way exhale their 
perfume and somehow reminds me of my grand- 
daughter Ellen who has just had her tonsils cut 
out. 

This is an evening for walking with God and 
why should Zilch intrude? Yes, there’s Zilch 
coming up the street. I know his heart isn’t 
dancing with the fragrance of honeysuckle. He 
is strolling, as he always does, in a non-existent 
Jewish state. His eyes are not aware of stars. 
Zilch is walking with his wrath. 

I shall try to avoid Zilch. I shall try not to see 
him as he passes by. The night is gathering and 
the darkness may cover my face from his sight. 
I start walking fast. 

But no! Zilch’s burning eyes detect me. I have 
already passed him and I thank goodness that 
he didn’t see me when I hear his voice running 
after me, “Hey, there, Segal!” 

I quicken my pace but there’s no escaping him, 
“Hey, Segal, where are you running to?” 

I pretend surprise. “Oh, so it’s you, Zilch!” 

He takes me by the lapel of my coat. 

“TI guess,” he says, “you’ve joined those trai- 
tors.” 

“Zilch, you must excuse me. I have a date with 
a rose bush down the street. They are red roses 
and they are bright even in the dark of the eve- 
ning.” 

Zilch tells me I am evading his question—a 
slippery character who, caught dead to rights, 


tries to wriggle out of it. “Have you joined those 

traitors? Yes or no!” 

That’s the way it goes in our town lately and 
honest men who wouldn’t know how to start 
stabbing in the back find themselves put in the 
class of underhand assassins who think nothing 
of stabbing Israel in the hour of his travail. 

It has all to do with an effort to organize a 
branch of the American Council for Judaism—an 
anti-nationalist organization that’s all against 
the idea of a Jewish Commonwealth. It seems 
that any citizen who has anything to do with this 
is to be regarded as no more than an abysmal 
individual who would rob his poor old grand- 
mother of her ancestral candlesticks, 

There’s a quaint idea being spread around that 
it is treason to be against a Jewish common- 
wealth because the American Jewish Conference 
voted for it in New York last August. It is pre- 
sented as being of the same kind of perfidy as 
would disgrace the Republicans if they walke. 
out on the country because they didn’t agree wii 
the Democrats, or vice versa. Our rapt national- 
ists play in a fantasy of a Jewish state-in-being 
to which Jews everywhere must be loyal. 

Zilch still is holding tight to my coat. “Yes 
or no!” 

“Zilch,” I say, “please let go of me and be 
reasonable, You might as well ask me if I beat 
my wife today.” 

Zilch laughs hoarsely. “Yes, he says, a man 
who could betray his own people would beat his 
own wife.” 

“Zilch, Iam an American citizen and politically 
nothing else. How can an American citizen be 
a traitor to a Jewish or any other foreign state? 
You are 50 years old and in business a hard- 
headed man. Yet you are like a child playing at 
a statehood which never can exist. It’s about 
time you snapped out of it.” 

By this time the fire in Zilch’s eyes has been 
quenched by the coldest contempt. He has heard 
me suggest that I would regard a Jewish com- 
monwealth as the state of a foreign country. 

“So something Jewish would be foreign to 
you?” he says with utmost disdain. 

“Get me right, Zilch. I said I would regard 
a Jewish state as foreign. As an American citi- 
zen I could have no loyalty for it. But what are 
we quarreling about? We may as well quarrel 
over something as impossible as having the moon, 
since the British and the Arabs never will let 
you have a Jewish state. The only thing that 
matters is that Palestine be made a good country 
for as many Jews as can be settled there. But 
we may lose Palestine altogether if you and your 
friends insist on running it. The million Arabs 
don’t seem to think much of that idea and are 
ready to fight it, Let’s be friends for the sake 
of Palestine made good for homeless Jews to 
live in.” 

I bade Zilch good evening and went on to my 
date with the rosebush. Its loveliness was remote 
from the hideous tumult of Israel in our town.
